Berlin, July 15— Emperor AVilliam's 
telegram to Dr. Hiugpelor, the former 
tutor of Ilia Majesty, furnishes the press 
with welcome relief froni the midsum- 
mer dullness. His Majesty's assertiou 
of his unshaken doteriuiiiation to con- 
tinue, iu spite of all resistance, in the 
way he considers right, is generally in- 
terpreted as reCerring to the anti-strike 
bill, but it is not believed the Emperor's 
words will help the measure, which all 
agree is buried beyond hope of resurrec- 
tion, 'i'ho telegram has not been well 
received outside of the Conservative 
press. It is generally considered another 
of His Majesty's unfortunate errors of 
meddling with party politics. 

TJie Conservative Post regards thc- 
telegram as a symplom of the imperial 
govcrnmout being dctoiiuiaed not to 
leave the patli the late Prince Bismarck 
followed in dealing with labor and social 
(liiestious. 

The National Zeitung calls the tele- 
gram a purely personal and private ut- 
tcratice. 

The Tagchhitt attoinpta to emphasize 
tin's view by printing the telegram under 
the heading of court news, and nlfects 
to regard it as of no political importance, 
iiad as sent from the imperial yacht 
v.'ilhoiit the presence of a responsible 
minister. 

The socialist press at once .';ei7,ed upon 
the tolcgrani iis excellent agitation ma- 
terial foi; the Social Democracy. The 
Vorwaerts regards it as the Emperor's 
answer to the roichstag's vote on the 
iinti-strike bill, adding: " The Emperor 
has not hoeu convinced hy the senti- 
ments of the people, and is following 
aims to which the people are passion- 
ately opposed, and which even the min- 
k'try uuwillingly endorses." 

Berlin, July 15.— Now that a plan for 
arbitration hits been adopted at The 
Hague, ntid the articles regulating war- 
fare on land have been published, the 
press is iiaying much attention to the 
work of the peace conference. Notwith- 
standing the skeiitieisni with which tin; 
eonfereuce is generally treated, the 
opinion is freely expressed that the re- 
salts will be considerable and perma- 
nent. It is added that the exaggerated 
hopes indulged in by some that the con- 
t'erence would do- something to make 
war well nigh, impossible in the future, 
have not been fulfilled, but it is pointed 
out that the cottterence is not therefoie 
a failure by any means- 

The Cologne Gazette says: "Al- 
though the conference does not oHer n 
guarantee against war, it has erected u 
barrier In which many cases may prove 
eltet:tive." 

The Pan-Gerjnan Zeitung, referring 
to the arbitration plan, is e.'cceedingly 
uncomfortable over the thought tlial 
Germany may be " caught iu this trap," 
and says it thinks Uie permanent bureau 
will become " the arena for English in- 
trigues.'' In treating the anei^''"" 
siiuie of the papers point out that the 
United States and Great Britain have 
not shown in practice as much zeal for 
arbitration as they have displayed at 
The Hague. The refusal of the United 
States to arbitrate the case witJi Spain,

T. W. O'Brien, editor and proprietor 
of the Yukon Sun, was one of the 
imssengers. Mr. O'Brien says that 
Dawson is rapidly recovering from the 
effects of its recent lire, and many sub- 
stantial buildings are now being erected. 

"All of the large shipments of gold 
will come out by way of St. Michael," 
said -Mr. O'Brien, in answer to a ques- 
tion. "There are loo many transfers 
to make and too much risk to assume 
in coming from Dawson by the overland 
route, and besides the insurance com- 
panies will not ius-:3ro a shipment of 
gold coming out this way.

is well known iu this city, and who has 
been iu Oawsou City for over two years, 
was among the passengers arriving on 
the City of Seattle. Mr. Mills is on his 
way to Ottawa to interest the Oaua 
dijin government in the scheme to have 
Uawsoii City represented at the great 
expositiou, and to endeavor to secure an 
appropriation to have the work carried 
out successfully. 

The scheine is meeting witli nincli en 
couragement in the North and ilr. .Mills 
said if an appropriation could not be se- 
cured from the government tho expense 
of the exhibit would bo paid by subscrip 
tion, as ninny of the people of Dawson 
have siguilied their willingness to do ev- 
eiything in their power to make the uf 
fair successful. Mr. Mills bus letters of 
lecommeudation from Commissioner Og- 
ilvie and several influential people of the 
North. 

Aiming the things which will be ex- 
hibited at Paris are: 

Samples of gold dust from each creek, 
bencli ami billsidi.' claim around Dawson 
City. 

A general exhibit of gold dust, coarse 
and line, large and small nuggets. 

Saui|)les of bedrock containing gold; 
also gold ami copiier ores, platinum and 
other minerals found near Dawson. 

One cubic foot of pay dirt from Bon- 
anza, Eldorado, Dominion, Suliihur, 
Ilunker and Hear creeks, to be exhibited 
in glass cases showing at least 2 inches 
of bedrock. It is also proposed lo havi 
1 cubic foot adjoining this intact snm 
pie washed out and exhibited with tin 
proceeds of dust, together with the nlll 
davit of the man from -whose- claim it 
was taken. 

Specimens of agricultural products, na- 
tive grasses, wild flowers, fruits, game 
birds ami animals, lisli and fnr-bearing 
animals, and all kinds of timber will also 
he exhibited. 

"Peo|ile think the country around Daw- 
son is not lit for farming purposes," 
said Mr. Mills, "but some of the vege 
tables raised there will put the Califor 
nia product in the shade. There are sov 
eral fnnns in the vicinity of Dawson, 
and the farmers are all pro.sperous. .Tust 
because the climate is a cold one is no 
reason that vegetables and hay and grain 
^vill not grow there. One man has over 
40 acres I'lnnted in oats, while another 
li:is 10 acres under cultivation iu vege 
tables. 

"We are going to open the eyes of the 
people who visit Paris next year, nnd 
prove to them that all the stories about 
i-liniate nnd tough country told by every 
tenderfoot coming home broke are false. 
We are going to have tlie grandest, cost- 
nest and most unique exhibition at the 
whole fair." 

The o-icliibits will be shipped down on 
steamers as soon as Mr. Mills returns 
from Ottawa, and what cannot be sent 
out before the river freezes again will 
be brought out by dog teams. A commit- 
tee is now at work in Dawson, gathering 
the exhibits, and will leave nothing un 
done m order to make a .good showing. 

Mr. Mills expects to be back in Daw- 
son before the end of August.

Tlio railway conimittoo of tho Com- 
mittee of Fifty have decided to submit 
another proposition respecting a bouus 
to secure ferry connection Avith the Port 
Angeles Eastern railway, aud they will 
ask that tho general committee bo called 
together for next Friday evening to 
consider it.

Ou Juuc 1 a resolution was carried nt the 
leace Conference by eighteen votes to 
three ^jrohlbltlng the use of bullcta covered 
wltn a hard outer case unlesn tJmt 
ease covers the core entirely and Is free 
from incl.slons. The throe dissentients 
were the delegates of Engluiul, Austria and 
Ualy. It 1.S manifest thut this resolution 
s aimed clilelly nt the so-called Dum-Dum 
pu'iet. the use of whlsU by our troops In 
the -Soudan and elsewhere has given :rlse 
to a great deal of controversy, much of It 
of rather a random character. The so-call- 
Dum-X)um bullet Is a luodlllcni Ion of the 
original service typo of Lcc-.M.-tford nni- 
jnunltlon :and derives Its name from the 
tact tliat It was first Introduced at the 
Uiim-Dum Amuultlon Factory In India. 
The principal of this modincatlon has 
since been applied In this count rv to bullets 
designed to use in certain kinds of war- 
fare. It 'Consists essentially in breaking 
the continuity of the hard metal envelope 
nt the apex of the bullet so as to expose 
the soft laden core at the point. Bv tills

It adds something less than the stopping 
power of the Snider bullet to the long 
range and. flat- trajectory of the -original 
Lee-Metford 'bollet. Some military author- 
ities hold thtt It does this at some >fittcrl- 
fli.'e of accuracy at. lqng range. But on this 
piilnt the testlrDuny of experience seems to 
bi' conaieting.

PORT ANGELES FERRY. 

The proposed icrry io Port Angeles is 

to be presented to the citizens of Victoria 
in a new light. Tlicy will be asked to 
investigate the advisabiliti* of giving a 
bopiis; not. to exceed fl7,500 a year, for 
ten 'years, in consideration of tlie eatiib- 
lishmcnt by the company of a railway 
ferry of a certain class. "We suppose it 
may be taken for granted that in any 
event the Port^Angeles railtvay will pro- 
vide some sort of connection with Vic- 
toria. If tie bonus is given, a first- 
class couuoction will be provided. We 
.shall take an early opportunity to place 
some facts bearing upon this matter be- 
fore the public, so that it may be intelli- 
gently discussed. At 'present we -may 
say to the promoters of this enterprise 
that if they can guarantee that Victoria 
will be the home port of the steamer, 
they will greatly strengthen their case. 
This I new proposal, taken in connection 
witii the oflfer of the 0. P. K., contem- 
plates an annual burden upon the city 
of $42,500, for ten years. In exchange, 
the city would have greatly improved fa- 
cilities of communication. It is all a 
question of "value received." 



PARTY LINES. 



We do not observe much disposition on 
the part of the press to support the 
suggestion of the Vancouver World as to 
running the next local election on federal 
party lines. On the contrary, the weight 
o£ opinion, so far, seems to be quite the 
btiier way. None of the papers ou Van- 
couver Island favor the idea. The Co- 
lumbian is opposed to it, and is gratilied 
to think cUat the press of the province 
generally is averse to such a step. The 
Province thinks it is worse thiin idle to 
hope that British Columbia under pres- 
ent conditions can adopt a cleavage on 
federal lines and have a stable and ef- 
ficient government The Vernon News, 
which thinks a general election the best 
solution of the present situation, favors 
the fomiatiuij of a truly representative 
British Columbia government. It is a 
little soou to know what the majority of 
the Mainland papers have to say about 
the World's suggestion, but judging 
from their attitude towards the question 
in the past, v/e feel conlident that not 
many of them will favor it now. 

Party government has not proved such 
an invariable success that it should be 
resorted to, unless under absolute neces- 
sity. Possibly, by and by, when the 
province is more thickly settled, and the 
various problems in government which 
require most attention now hr.ve been 
disposed of. our local politics may settle 
down to party lines; but just, now what 
we have chleOy to deal with here are 
questions more of a business tlian po- 
litical character. We have Jio Hurpliifi 
of men, able and willing to enter public 
life. In fact,, most people . believe such 
* men arc too few.' Moreover, to draw fed- 
eral lines would bo to divide men who 
have hitherto acted in full aceorjl in pro- 
vincial matters, and throw into enforced 
alliance others whose views as to the 
best policy for British Colunilda are 
widely dissimilar. 

The division of the voters of this prov- 
ince into ConservativeB and Liberals is 
largely the result of accident. They have 
never been divided upon any groat issue 
of a federal character.' In 'this, respect 
the similarity of British. Coliinibia and 
Now Brunswick 1b remarkable. These 
are the only two provinces cf the Domin- 
ion whore the lines of cleavage existing 
at the time of Union have beeu ignored. 
The.v were ignored In New Brunswick 
because the great issue of Confederation 
overshadowed everything else, and upon 
it the old provincial parties were hope- 
leswiy divided. 'I'hoy were ignored in 
this province, becnuso with Confederation 
came rt'spOnsibjl gowrnmenf and xcwj 



Issues. In New Brnnswlck^-when^tthe 
attempt wag made to introduce federal 
lines, the answer of the people was over- 
whelmingly in favor of the government 
that declined to recognize them, and so 
we bnlieve it would he in this province. 
Only a very small proportion.;,:OCjKtho 
people allow themselves to 'b6"' swayed 
In such matters by the wishes of leaders 
or would-be leaders. 



MR. HIUSOIIEL-COHEN'S SPEECH. 

Mr. Hirschel-Cohen is a gentleman 
who has had a great deal' of experience 
in mining matters, and also in connec- 
tion with investors. He has been a resi- 
dent of British Columbia for some time, 
BUlIlcieutly long to enable him to un- 
derstand the situation very fully.' He 
has large interests here, and can have 
no possible object in taking the position 
he has in regard to our mining industry, 
except to benefit the country. Possibly, 
we may say undoubtedly, some of the 
ideas expressed by him in his speech be- 
fore the Board of .Trade will excite ad- 
verse criticism. We think it -would be 
a good thing if he would write out his 
remarks in full, witli any additions to 
them which suggest themselves, in order 
that the publicmay bevpi^t in possession 
of his views in fuller shape than In the 
summaries printed in the newspapers. If 
he will do so, the Colonist will be very 
glad to print -wluit he has to siiy. Thin 
public invitation is extended to liiin, be- 
cause we think it is in the public inter- 
est that he should tkke such a course. 
We shall await his reply before making 
any comment upon his speech, further 
than to expre.s.s what we feel sure is the 
obligation which Mr. Cohen or any other 
well-informed gentleman will confer up- 
on the people of the province by treating 
of our mining laws in a spirit of fair 
criticism. When Major Haider's views 
were made public, thoie was considerable 
adverse, and in some cases ill-tempered, 
criticism, as though any one who thought 
the conditions -of mining here could be 
improved, and saw fit to say so, was nec- 
essarily an enemy of the province. Such 
is far from being the case. All intelli- 
gent citi^sens ought to welcome such criti- 
cism from disinterested and experienced 
critics. 



STREET SPRINKIilNG. 

A petition is to be presented to the 
city council on Monday ni^lit asking that 
the main thoroughfare to the outer -wharf 
shall be regularly sprinkled during the 
summer. Every person -who has occas- 
ion to use the streets forming this thor- 
oughfare, or who reside along them, will 
appreciate the necessity of complying 
with the prayer of the petition, not to 
speak of the very unfavorable impression 
that must be created in* the minda of 
strangers who come to tne city In steam- 
ers berthing at the outer wharf. As we 
recall tlie references made to the matier 
at the council, there is a disposition uot 
to comply with such a request, and in 
view of this the business, community 
ought to fake the matter up. 



EVOLUTIONS OF. THOUGHT. 

All persons who have tlie time and 

opportunity to keep in touch with cur- 
rent literature must be impressed with 
the extreme activity prevailing iu that 
domain of thought whicli deals with the 
spiritual side of mon's nature. Every 
religious system is being so thorouglily 
examined that comparative theology 
may be almost said lo have gained a 
place beside comparative anatomy. 
Very extraordinary things are being 
brought to light. We are beginning to 
learn that conceptions of the Deity and 
of human accountability, whjjh were 
once snp])o;i;n! to lie peculiar to a com- 
paratively few people iu Palestine and 
l«ter to Chri8ten4om, are ^(idespread 
and of unfathomable antiquity. It is 
being .shown that the term " heathen " 
as one of reproach has been gro.s.sly mis- 
used, and is no more to be taken as de- 
scriptive of moral conditions than the 
lioman word " barbarian " was to be 
regarded as typefying a low degree of 
material progress or degraded social con- 
ditions. The reference is to the systems 
of religion iu their purity, not ti> tlie 
degraded forms which tlioy have as- 
sumed - in popular use. A few 
years ago it was one of the 
favorite argujnents of tho.se who 
deny (he divinity of the principles of 
ChriKlianity that it was inconsistent 
witli the Christian idea of Ciod that IIi^ 
sliould liave permitted unaccounted cen- 
turies to pass and millions upon millions 
of people to live and die without over 
catching a glimpse or the truth. The 
iilil-i'a.sbioiied reply to tliis used to be 
that it was one of the inscrutable mys- 
teries which it was impious tp -endeavor 
to fathom. The reply which the student 
of comapnrtlve theology m.lkes is tliat it 
is not true. Such a person sees that 
the world has never been left witlioul 
witnesses of truth, and that ail races 
which have made any progress in the 
evolution of thought nave had teachers 
who taught as lofty a system of ethics 
and as exalted a conception of the Deity 
as is entertained by tlio most devout 
Christian of to-day. Research in these 
fields .does, much more than this. It 
shows the relation of Christianity to all 
Bystoms of religion in quite a new light 
liuddliisni, Brahmanism, Zoro;;strianisni 
and the other great doctriiies of the 
-a'nclent andfmodern worlds arc dead 
creeds. They appeal to the intolligenc 
of the student; they excite the admira- 
tion of the devout; but to the mass of 
the people thoy are like an impenetrable 
pall, ihrongh which no ray of hope can 
ever come. It is not too much to say 
that human thought has never sucoeede<l 
In evolving anything upon which hope 
could gain a sure foothold. 

On the otiior hand the v.^ry essence of 
Christianity is the hoijo which it holds 

out -to the ihdividartl. In this,. respect

it is unique among religions. Moham- 
medanism imitates it to some extent, but 
it is a palpable imitation. Indeed, this 
remarkable creed, while . it has; millipns 
of believers, does not deseiwe' to " be 
ranked as one of the world's groat re- 
ligions from an intellectual i>oint of 
view. All that is good in it has been 
borrowed; the most that attracts in it 
is a perversion of Christianity. It is 
not ai-greatvflnP'i*l™.?o* °' human thought 
nice tlie "other systems above referred to. 
Christianity holds out hope to the indi- 
vidual. When one has endeavored to 
gain some definite idea of what some of 
the teachers of the, past/ haye .labordd 
to indicate as the way of life, he begins 
to appreciate what it means to have a 
path indicated, so plainly that " thi! 
wayfaring man, though a fool, may not 
err therein." Thus" Christianity, instead 
of being antagonistic to the great sys- 
tems of antiquity, is the supplement of 
them all. It takes wan up where the 
evolution of human thought was obliged 
to leave him and carries him forward to 
a haven of safety. You may lay down 
the teachings of Buddha or JZoroaster 
with a feeling of wonder and' intellectual 
satisfaction, but with it there will bo 
, also a feeling of discontent. They give 
glimpses of fields which every one 
wishes to reach, but they do uot point 
out a way that any but a very few per- 
sons can hope to follow. Nowhere in 
all the mystery and uncertainty to Ije 
found in tliese wonderful writings, do we 
liiul any one who says: " 1 am the way, 
Uie truth and the light." They may 
satisfy the intellectnal appetite, but they 
do not appease the hunger of the soul. 

We believe the intellectual activity 
along the lines indicated in the- opening 
of this article will result in the recogni- 
tion, not only of the reasonableness of 
the peculiar teachiugs of Christianity, 
but their absolute necessity for tho wel- 
fare of mankind not only by the few 
but by the many, and that tlie day is 
not far distant when not to be a 
Christian— that is, not to enjoy in cvery- 
jdiiy life the support and strength which 
O'hristlanity gives— will be regarded ns 
a mark of ignorance and degradation. 
The first effect of aiodeni scienlilic pro- 
gress was that materialism gained a re- 
markable hold upon the minds of men. 
All literature was frankly materialistic. 
The change in .this respect is very 
marked. I/lterature is becoming very 
spiritualistic, l)y which we do not moan 
that it is devoted to wTiat used to be and 
is yet called by some spiritualism. Un- 
leisa we greatl$"!mlsread yiei signs of the 
times the world^ ls^n the C^ft' of such a 
revival of spiritual religion as it has 
never ciperienced. A triumpli seems 
to be awaiting Christianity in the very 
near future such as the, ;^iibstl^^li^c|j;l^ 
mind, although it may not come In'cs'iict- 
Ij' the form that' many excellent people 
expect. This has been for some timo 
foreseen by courageous thinkers, who 
l)y the way are not always those who sit 
in the highest places, or whoso writings 
gain the greatest popularity. There 
have been many John the Baptists cry- 
ing in the wilderiioss of doubt during the 
hiHt fifty year.s. 



More revelations are promised in the 
Drej'fus case.

No. 18 below, on Donun- 
ion, to S. P. Cook, the mining repre- 
sentative in the Klondike of the rich 
Rothschilds. Cook, having had a num- 
ber of the Rothschilds' Dominion pmp- 
erties prospected thorougWy, and Gnrling 
the results most satisfactory, sought to 
buy No. IS, which Rank had just be- 
gun to develop. He, accordingly. »vent 
to ihe Alaska Commercial Companv's 
ofllee. aud rang up Rank, then on the 
claim, by teleiihoiie.

Lavinia. 



Sequel of South Sea Romance 
That Threatened interna- 
tional Connpllcatlons. 



King George is married at last. Su 
says a Nukualofa cori'cspondcnt, -n'riting 
under date of the 5th ultimo. Thu 
great ceremony came olT on TUursdiiy, 
June 1, in the King's own cliuroh, aud 
as often " it is the unexpected that hap- 
pens," it was in this ease — for Uis 
Majesty, iusluad of iiianying the I'lin- 
cess Ota of N'iua 'i'obulalni, an was ex- 

' peuted by nearly all his people, Look lor 

l^biis. <iueca the Princess Lavinia, dau^-li- 
■ter' of ''Kubui uiinister o£ police, and 
-granddaughter of ijariuia, ttie highest 

-.chief woman of Vavau. 
• Oh Moilday, May 'I'J., the nobles and 
chiefs iuet to consider the matter of the 
marriage. The King "wrote to them, 
to acquaint them with the fact that u: 
the two princesses he preferred Lavinia. 
Notwithstanding his expressed, prefcr- 

' euce for Kubu's dauguter, seventeen of 

..the- chiefs, as the result of their delib' 
'^cvations, expressed their opinion that 

''*the King should marry Ofa, aud there 
were ouiy some seven in favor of Lav- 
inia, the King's clioice. A Jetter was 
sent to Jlis Majesty George Tubou, ac- 

! quaintiiit' liini with the tact that the 
majority of liis cliiefs were of the opinion 
that lie should espouse Ota. 

The King thanked them for their 
labors and the trouble they hud been 

'• at, but again endeavored to impress 
them with the fact that his mind was 
thoroughly made up, and to all their 
letters and remonstrances sent to him 
day by day, had but the one answer. 

After many days' lengthy discussions, 
and upon Tubou's declaring tbat if he 
could not marry Lavinia he would 

• marry no one, but remain single, the 
majority of the nobles gave in. At 
about 11 o'clock of the wedding day the 
firing oi: a royal salute ^announced the 
approach of the Iving, who entering the 
church from his own door, at the baelc, 
seated himself in his usual chair at the 
dais and waited for the arrival of his 
bride. 

Tlie cliurch was densely packed with 
the invited guests, both ICuroiieun and 
Tongan. The King was accoinpanied 
by Fatnfehi Ihis latlierj, wlio acted aa 
his grooinsniaii, and he had two pages 
also in attendance, dressed in tlie royal 
color.s— red and white- 

Tubou had not long to wait, aud as 
Lavinia, with her attendant brides- 
maids (six in number) and nccoiupauied 
by her father, Kubii, who was to give 
her away, iiiarcliod slowly up the 
church, the King stepped down from the 
dais and took bis place at ber side in 
front of the conimuniou rail. Tlie pro- 
ceedings cniiaiienced shortly after 11 
a. m. by the singing of a wedding hymn, 
and the chanting of the Lord's Trayer. 
The music was the composition of His 
Majesty and is considered to have con- 
siderable musical power. 

The usual " declaration precedent to 
marriage " was thciii made and signed 
by Uis Majesty and the bride. This 
was followed by the reading Of the 
usual marriage service in extenso, by 
the olllciating minister, the "Rev. J. B. 
Watkin. the King's chaplain. At the 
conclusion of the marriage, ceremony the 
certificates of marriage were- signed by 
His Majesty and the bride, being wit- 
nessed by the governors of Vnvau and 
Habni. • 

Immediately after the conclusion of 
the marriage service the .roytil couple 
ascended the dais and took their respect- 
ive chairs. After a few moments the 
King stood 'up, and the Princess Lavinia 
kneeling on a footstool, her principal 
bridesmaid unfastened her veil, and the 
King placing a light *nd elegant crown 
upon the princess' head, proclaimed her 
to bo the Queen'- of Tonga. After tlie 
crown had been firmly secured in posi- 
tion bv the bridesmaid, the King gave 
his arm to the Queen, and descending 
from the dais, accompanied by the four 
governors of Vavau, Haabai, Nina and 
liua, and attended by the pages and 
bridesmaids, the royal couple walked 
slowly down the centre of the church 
and into the royal palace close at hand. 
Fatafehi and Kubu, the fathers respect- 
ively of the King and Queen, formed 

• also part of the royal procession. 

The bride's dress was of the richest 
white dnchessc satin. The skirt, was 
festooned with valuable honitdh lace 
■(wedding bells forming the design of the 
latter); nhd- it Vas trimmed with spray 
orange blossoms. It was' lined with 
white silk, with a ruching of the same 
;at the bottom. 

The bodice was trimmed with a hand- 
some pearl and bead trimming, chiffon 
-und luce. It was slightly low at the 
•neck. Over one sleeve was an epaulette 
edged with chiffon, while the hice was 
'brought from the bottom of the corsage, 
and draped on tiie other shoulder, and 
was finished off with sprays of wedding 
•llowors. The sleeves were -tucked and 
<;nme over the liands. 

The Iiandsonic court train, which was 
six yards long, was carried by .six 
liridcsmaids, was made of a very rich 
brocade in the design of chrysanthe- 
muiiis and fern leaves, and was lined 
with whi'o silk-. The veil wn.ci beanti- 
fully worked, and was ornnmcnted at 
the (lorncrs with large bunches of daisies 
and their, foliage. 

The cornnot, bouquet, parasol, etc.. 
were nil of the choicest description and 
material, and the shoes were of white 
satin, braided witli white and silver. 
The dress fitted perfectly. Tlic brides- 
malds wore dresses of flowered white 



silk, trimmed %vith colored passemen- 
terie of orange blossoms, and carric<l a 
bouquet of the same llowers. 'iVliite 
satin slioes and white kid gloves com- 
pleted their attire. 

A rich and costly wedding breakfast 
was laid out, partly in the palace und 
partly in ft pavilion on the lawn.

G11AND°F0EKS. 

Grand Forks, July 11.— C. P. Edwards 
of Cliicago, accompanied by a party of 
over a dozen of his fellow shareholders 
in the United States Marble Company, 
is expected here this week. They arc 
making a tour of the Boundary country, 
with a view of extensive investments. 

Steps are being taken' to oppose the 
application recently made to the provin- 
cial government for timber limits exceed- 
ing many thousand of acres on the North 
fork of IJettle river. It will be pointed 
out that the syndicate, far from propos- 
ing to operate sa'w mills, simply requires 
a grant for speculative purposes. In 
the meantime the government will only 
be deriving a nominal license fee, but 
no stumpage dues. This attempt to 
corner the available timber supply is re- 
garded here as injurious to legitimate 
saw mill owners, as well as inimical to 
a large section of the people of the Boun- 
dary country. 

Col. Engcl of San Francisco, and a 
number of local caiiitalists, are taking 
steps to form a company with a cajiital 
of .'?50,000, with the object of engaging 
in liydriuilic mining on the main fork of 
the Kettle river, 'i'lieir lirst lield of op- 
erations will be in this vicinity. It is a 
common exiierieuce to obtain colors, and 
sometimes gold in fair tiuantilies with 
an ordinary pan from the gravel on any 
of the benches within the city limits. 
As 11 paying proposition, owing to the 
llaky character of the dust and the prim- 
itive process used, it has nor hitherto 
been a linancliil success. No effort, how- 
ever, was ever made to go to bed-rock. 

Chinamen working on the bars half a 
mile below the city claim to have fro- 
(luently netted from ;?2.0O to .?3.00 a 
day. 

It is confidently believed that with a 
hydraulic dredge capable of liandliiig 
large (jnautities of gravel mining could 
be carried on at a good profit. 

This entire region was explored by 
gold-hunters more than thirty years ago. 
Their pits and trenches are still visible 
at many points between here and Bock 
creek. 

K. A. Brown started -vvorlc to-day on 
the Volcanic claim 15 miles from here 
on the north fork of the Kettle river, 
lie feels confident that the ore body will 
be lapped witliiu six weeks. The proper- 
ty, which is lieing developed by means 
of a tunnel, possesses a vast iron cap, 
making it a distinguishable object for 
many miles. 

The new plant recently installed on 
the Oro Benoro in Summit camp has be- 
gun operations, and is giving lirst-rlass 
satisfaction. The Rathnuillen property 
within two weeks will be eiiuipjied with 
!i 40-horse-power boiler, pump and hoist. 
The Victor, - an adjacent claim owned 
by J. B. Henderson, of Grand Forks, 
is showing up promisingly. Within a 
few feet of the surface the vein con- 
sists of 4 feet Of solid ore. 

TTie Granby Consolidated Mining and 
.Smelting Company have awarded Mur- 
doch Brothers, the well-known railway 
rontr;ictors who built several sections of 
the C. P. K.. the contract for the con- 
st ni.tion of the mile-flume for the pro- 
posed smelter here. They were also 
awarded the contract for the work of 
«ra(iiiig the smelter site. Operations 
will be commenced on Monday.' The 
grading will be completed within a fort- 
night. It is ex])ected that the flume, 
whose construction will givv employment 
to 150 men, will bo completed by Sep- 
tember 1. rtf 

'I'lie smelter company has decided to 
stiiit v.orl; on its reduction works on 
-Moinl.-iy. The work will not be let bv 
contract.

Coming one day behind Uio CP. K. 
steamship Athoniau, tlio Xorthoru Piiei- 
fic liner Olynipia, Mliicli arrivi.'d yester- 
day, broii,i,'ht very littl(^ lato iicw.s fi'oni 
tlio Orient. She sailed a day later from 
Yokohama than did the Athenian,.. but 
diti not bring the in'a'ils of.the Aiiioricn 
Maru, as reported by the .'Vtlieniaii. 
The ilo(dor of the Olj-nipiii say.s that 
ho hoard tliat there were live oases of 
plague aboard the America Maru and 
seven on the City of Pekin, one being n 
European. There were also seven cases 
reported at Shanghai, while at Amoy, a 
more typical Cliinese city, the cases, as 
the doctor expresses it, arc numerous. 
Tlio Olyiiipia brini;s from the Orient a 
very large general cargo, of which about 
i;00 tons were discharged here. She 
brought but two saloon passengers— 
Uev. A. D. Woodworth, a Japanese mis- 
sionary, who has spent seven y^rs in 
the Orient, and J. O. Melntosli, an 
American, who comes direct from Man- 
ila. Her Asiatic passengers numbered 
in all liO-r-four Chinese and .Taps 
being landed here, and 48 Chinese and 
Japs being destined for the States,

A NEW STONE BEACON. 

Guide to Mariners Krocted on Easter- 
most Danger of Oabriola 
IteeCs. 

I>. G. S. Quadra returned yesterday 
from a cruise in Trincoinali (.•lianiiol and 
to Gabriol-a reef. \ sulistaiitial stone 
beacon has liot'U orcctcd. nmlor the su- 
perintendence of Mr. W. Owen, first of- 
fucr of tlio Quadra, on Tliraslior rooU, 
the oasteriiiost dauKor of Gnbriola reefs. 
Tlie beacon sliows 1!2 feet at high Water, 
and is surnioiiiui'd by a staff and ball, 
tlio whole painted black. 

On Hanger reef. Stuart channel, tlic 
crew of tile Quadra erected a woodon 
cone-beacon, showing 42 feet above liigli 
water, surmounted by a ball, and painted 
black. A red-can buoy was nlsn moored 
oil Colia reef, Shuli passage, to mark 
that danger. 

In Portier pass an unchartered rock 
near the sontli shore was found, and in 
a position wliero a safe passage was sup- 
posed to e.xist. Mariners making use of 
this pass, after passing Romulus rock 
from the castvyard, should give the south 
shore a berth of nearly one cable. The 
position of the rock, in iivhich at low wat- 
er there is a depth of 9 feet, was fixed by 
angles and soundings taken around. The 
weather amongst the islands of the Gulf 
is very warm, there being little, if any, 
wind.
